New York, March 3.—Bradstreet’s 
weekly review of trade says favorable 
features 
sail 
largely 
predominate. 
Country buyers are more in evidence 
than at any previous time this year 
and have bought 
liberally. 
Winter 
wheat crop reports are 
as good as 
ever and the probability that a gen­ 
eral coal si rike may be avoided after 
all lends strength 
to industry of all 
kinds. 
It is true there is rather more 
conservatism displayed by buyers for 
the more distant future and prices of 
some commodities are being shaded, 
but it is apparently regarded as cer­ 
tain that an enormous spring business 
will be done, that 
building will ap­ 
proximate, if not surpass, last year’s 
huge totals, and that crop and trade 
developments of the future will take 
care of next season's 
trade. 
Large 
numbers of domestic buff hides have 
been sold for export, some South Am­ 
erican woo1 a have been resold to EiT- 
rope, and the New York raw sugar 
market is below a parity with Ham­ 
burg. 
The iron and steel markets are 
quiet.

Mobile, Ala., March 3.—Information 
. i s reached Mobile by telephone, all 
telegraph wires being 
down, that a 
destructive tornado visited Meridian. 
Miss., at ti:30 p. rn., killing 21 white 
persons and over IOO colored people, 
and damaging property to the extent 
of $1,500,OOO. 
There were also scores seriously in­ 
jured by being caught in wreckage of 
houses. 
The tornado struck the city 
on the southwest and traveled to the 
northeast, 
expending 
itself in 
two 
suburbs, where m a n y 
negroes were 
killed and injured, a whole tenement 
district being wiped out. 
Two large wholesale 
stores, one 
smaller one, the principal hotel, the 
electric lighting 
plant and 
all the 
smaller property between the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad depot and the busi­ 
ness part of the city are badly dam­ 
aged. Twenty-one men were caught 
in 
a restaurant 
and 
several 
were 
killed. 
Two .stories of the Y. M. C. A. 
building 
were 
wrecked and 
other 
buildings suffered in the upper stories. 
The negro tenement district in the 
north of the city was demolished and 
the debris caught fire, threatening a 
new danger, but the local department, 
with the help of hundreds of citizens, 
overcame 
this after a hard 
fight. 
They were assisted by the torrential 
rain follow ing the tornado. 


City Is in Darkness. 
The city is in darkness and the full 
extent 
of the disaster 
will not 
be 
known 
until daylight. 
The 
known 
path of tile storm was about 600 feet 
wide and a mile long. 
A long distance message from J. D. 
Breaux, service man of the Cumber­ 
land Telephone company at Meridian, 
gives the following details of the tor­ 
nado: 
“During a heavy rain storm at 6:30 
o’clock a storm cloud developed in the 
south and moved on the city, striking 
Front street, 
the business 
center, 
with full force. 
The wind was prob­ 
ably blowing seventy-five 
miles an 
hour. 
The tornado 
passed over in 
about two minutes and during that 
period three or four 
whole squares 
were devastated. 
A conservative es­ 
timate placed the number of buildings 
blown down 
at between 
thirty and 
forty. The Mobile and Ohio depot is 
safe as well 
as the Souther® 
hotel 
but the Grand Avenue hotel was con­ 
siderably damaged. 
The guests In the 
latter building escaped and no one 
was injured. 
From the business cen 
ter the tornado jumped to the east 
end, where 
a number 
of residences 
were blown down and others badly 
damaged.” 
The Union and Queen and Crescent 
depots were among the buildings de­ 
molished and it is estimated that more 
than a score are among the wreckage. 
Eighteen bodies have been recov­ 
ered.

British Ruler Going Abroad for Two 
Months. 
London, 
March 3.—The 
Duke of 
Lancaster, as King Edward will be 
known for two months, left during 
the evening for a holiday in Paris and 
Biarritz and a sea era:.ie in the Medi­ 
terranean. 
The king, who is attend­ 
ed only by General Sir Stanley Clarke 
and the 
Hon. Sidney 
Oroville, will 
spend the night 
on board the royal 
yacht at Portsmouth, leaving early in 
the morning for Cherbourg and will 
arrive in Paris In the evening. 
King Edward’s tour creates great 
Interest, especially abroad, because of 
its political possibilities and its pos­ 
sible bearing on the Algeciras 
con­ 
ference. 
A meeting between King Ed­ 
ward and Emperor William is talked 
of both in London and In Berlin, but 
no official basis for such talk is as­ 
certainable. 
It seems certain that no 
definite plans have been laid by eitli­ 
er monarch and a meeting is not like­ 
ly to occur unless the Algeciras con­ 
ference reaches an amicable conclu­ 
sion, in which case it is thought prob­ 
able that the monarchs may meet to­ 
wards the end of Ap; ii in Greek wa­ 
ters on tile occasion of the Olympian 
games. 
In Vienna the opinion is ex­ 
pressed that Germany has found her­ 
self so isolated at Algeciras that she 
feels the 
need of displaying 
to the 
world 
her 
Laity to 
Anglo German 
friendship and therefore has sought to 
effect 
a meeting between 
the two 
sovereigns.

Chicago, March 3.—John R. Walsh, 
president of the defunct Chicago Na­ 
tional bank, which closed its doors 
Dec. 18, 1906, was taken into custody 
during the day on a federal warrant, 
which charges him with violation of 
tile national hanking laws in making 
false returns to the comptroller of the 
currency, 
and also asserts 
that he 
converted 
to his 
own use 
without 
proper authority funds 
of the bank 
amounting to $3,000,000. 
He was released after giving bonds 
of $50,000. 
Tho complaint alleges 
in specific 
terms that on Nov. 18, 1906, the Chi­ 
cago National bank transmitted to the 
comptroller of the currency 
a state­ 
ment of the condition of the bank at 
the close of business on Nov. 9. 
In 
this 
statement, “the 
said John 
R. 
Walsh unlawfully made certain false 
entries to the effect that at the close 
of business on the ninth day of No­ 
vember the amount of loans and dis­ 
counts of the said 
banking associa­ 
tion, on which the officers and direc­ 
tors thereof were then liable either as 
payer 
or endorsers, 
was 
$245,000, 
whereas in truth tho amount of such 
loans 
and discounts wats 
$3,000,000, 
and another false entry to the effect 
that the amount of loans and discounts 
of the said association, on which the 
officers and directors were not liable 
as payer or endorsers, was $10,658,- 
226. whereas in truth 
the amount of 
such loans and discounts on which offi­ 
cers and directors were not liable, was 
much smaller, namely $7,500,000.” 
Another section of the complaint al­ 
leges that Walsh had in his posses­ 
sion funds and moneys of the bank 
amounting to $3,000,000 “with Intent 
to injure and defraud” the bank. 
The 
$3,000,000 mentioned in this section of 
the complaint is, however, identical 
with the 
amount specified 
as being 
loaned to officers of the bank. 
It is further alleged that John R. 
Walsh and John M. Smyth and Will­ 
iam Best, directors of the bank, “and 
other persons too numerous to men 
tion,” 
unlawfully 
misapplied 
this 
money by converting it to the personal 
and private use of John R. Walsh with­ 
out any proper authority whatever.

Walsh was released under bonds fur­ 
nished by the Illinois Surety company. 
Mr. Walsh made the following state­ 
ment :

port in question would ordinarily have 
been signed by the 
cashier, but by 
reason of his temporary absence it 
was 
signed by me as 
a matter of 
course. 
The report referred to, how­ 
ever, was undoubtedly correct in every 
particular. 
These facts will be clear­ 
ly established by the evidence It the 
case reaches a stage when evidence 
is produced 
I believe, however, that 
a more thorough investigation of the 
facts by the department of justice and 
a comparison of the report with the 
books of tile bank will convince the 
department 
that its 
action 
is un­ 
called for aud cannot be sustained .’’

Washington, March 3.—The senate 
during the day passed the bill provid­ 
ing for the settlement, of the affairs 
of 
the Five 
Civilized Tribes 
of In­ 
dians. 
Under the guise of considering 
the bill, the senate spent practically 
the entire day In the discussion of the 
railway question. 
The question was 
raised by Mr. La Follette’s proposed 
amendment to the Indian bill prohibit­ 
ing railway companies and their stock­ 
holders from acquiring the coal lands 
in Indian 
Territory and 
when the 
question was once before the senate It 
held its place persistently until almost 
the close ot the 
day’s session. 
Not­ 
withstanding 
the fact that 
Mr. La 
Follette has sat in the senate less than 
three months he led the debate and 
occupied more time than any other 
senator. 
He contended that the pro­ 
hibition contained in his amendment 
Is necessary to prevent the railroads 
from controlling the coal business of 
Indian Territory. 
He 
enlarged his 
remarks so as to cover other territory 
and thus gave the debate a sorrmr.lmt 
general scope. 
Several 
othc;- 
in­ 
ters, while expressing themselves in 
sympathy with 
the purpose 
of the 
amendment, raised constitutional ob­ 
jections to the provision and consid­ 
erable time was spent in discussing 
that phase of the question.

It is a general bill for the 
adjustment of the affairs of the Five 
Civilized Tribes upon their abandon­ 
ment of tribal organizations.

ing are the more important features of 
the bill; 
Requires 
the enrollment 
of tho 
members of the Five Civilized Tribes 
by March 4. 1907; fixes the rights of 
the Indian freedmen; continues in of­ 
fice the present principal chiefs for 
the execution of tribal deeds; trans­ 
fers 
suits 
from the 
Indian to 
the 
United States courts; authorizes the 
secretary of the interior to assume 
charge of and sell the tribal buildings 
for the benefit of the tribes; gives hint 
control of the schools until a regular 
state or territorial 
school system is 
adopted; prohibits the sale of the coal 
and asphalt lands until after the ex­ 
piration of the present leases of those 
lands or until authorized by law; au­ 
thorizes the secretary to sell the un­ 
allotted lands for the 
benefit of the 
tribes; authorizes sectional line roads: 
gives authority to electric roads and 
light and flower companies to locate 
canals, reservoirs and dams; extends 
some of the Oklahoma laws to Indian 
Territory 
and 
extends tile 
present 
tribal relations and government until 
March 4, 1907.

Senate Committee Refuses to Report 
the Philippine Tariff Bill. 
Washington, March 3.—By a vote of 
8 to 5 the senate committee on P hil­ 
ippines defeated the Payne bill, which 
had passed the house by a vote of 258 
to 71. 
The action of the committee 
had been foreshadowed for nearly a 
week, although the exact vote had not 
been known. 
The senators voting for 
the bill were: Lodge, Beveridge, Long, 
Carmack and McCleary. 
The nega­ 
tive votes were; 
Hale, Burrows, Dick, 
Nixon, Brandegee, Culberson, Dubois 
and Stone. 
After this decisive action had been 
taken Mr. McCleary moved that the 
bill be reported to the senate ad­ 
versely in order to give the senate a 
chance to consider it. 
Mr. Brandegee 
moved to table the motion and this 
was carried by a vote of 7 to ti, Mr. 
Nixon voting with the minority on this 
proposition. 
This action effectually 
disposes of the measure unless the 
chairm an of the committee should ap­ 
peal to the senate by resolution. This 
course is regarded as unlikely.

FROM CANAL ZONE 


James New, Formerly of this City, 


Writes an Interesting Letter 


From Panama 


INFORMATION 
FOR 
THOSE 


Who Contemplated a Trip to This 


Region or Those Who Have 


Friends There 


Tho following is a communication re­ 
ceived by Keene 
McFadden from 
James New, formerly of this city, who 
went to Panana not long ago: 
“Panama has always been rich in his­ 
torical romance from the day Balboa 
first beheld the mighty expanse of the 
Pacific until the present time. 
It was 
first the passageway for the returning 
Spanish adventurers, laden with tho 
spoils of war and the wonderful treas 
urea of Peru. 
It afterwards witnessed 
the fortunate gold hunters returning 
with their nuggets from the golden west 
to their eastern home. Today it is 
watching the consummation of the most 
gigantic work of engineering in the his­ 
tory of the world. 
The first historical 
knowledge we have of Panama was 
when Alonso do O'Jeda, the first white 
man, landed on the Isthm us in 1499, 
Columbus visited its shores in 1502, and 
in tho decade of the sixteenth century 
many adventurous 
spirits who had 
heard of the 
mineral 
wealth 
en­ 
deavored to penetrate tho interior, but 
were invariably repulsed by the sturdy 
Indians, who have retained their inde­ 
pendence until the present. 
They are 
the San Base tribe, their territory is 
about twenty five miles south of ( ’anal 
zone. 
A white man has never been 
known to sleep on their land over night. 
They number about .‘30,000 strong. Cold 
is plentiful on tho Isthmus, b ut it will 
cost a man his life to prospect for it. 
Fever is its greatest enemy. 
Panama 
declared her independence from Spain 
in 1821, and shortly after joined the Re­ 
public of (Iramie, which eventually Be­ 
came the Republic of Columbia in 1863. 
It becamo one of tho United States of 
Columbia, and so it remained until it 
declared its independence November 3. 
1903. 
“Immediately 
after 
Panama 
se­ 
cured its 
independence 
it 
granted 
by treaty perpetual jurisdiction to tho 
United states over a strip of territory 
ten miles wide, commencing at the city 
limits of Colon, and extending to the 
city of Panama. 
This is known as the 
Canal zone and has its own government 
under tho jurisdiction of the United 
States. 
“Panama City which was destroyed 
by Buccaneer Morgan in the year of 
1671, presents many attractions. 
Some 
the] attractions arej former tho Palace 
of DeLesseps at the Atlantic entrance to 
the canal on the Atlantic side, the 
statue of Columbus in the foreground. 
The statue represents Columbus with a 
guarding right arm about a crouching 
Indian, who fears and kneels in awe 
the coining white man. 
The grand 
promenade and drive way on the water 
front at Christobal, Colon. 
On both 
sides of tho drive way are great palm 
trees towering over 
fifty foot high, 
spreading their long branches out until 
they make a complete arch over the av­ 
enue. 
The cool breeze from the Atlan 
tic ocean has a soothing effect on the 
weary northmen. 
He takes off his hat 
and coat and thanks’~tris lucky stars 
th at he has escaped from a long, cold 
winter. 
Christobal is the American 
city on tho Atlantic side where Uncle 
Sam ’s subjects are taken care of, and he 
knows how to protect them from all 
enemies. 
“They are getting the canal zone in a 
sanitary condition before they start any 
work on in, (that is the actual digging 


of the canal.) They have at present nine 
steam shovels in Culebra cut. They are 
tho ninety five ton type with a five yard 
dipper. 
Each shovel london an average 
one hundred cars a day. Track are laid 
where they intend to fill some of the big 
ravines. This famous Culebra cut is 
through a hill over two hundred feet 
high composed of red clay and rock. It 
is known as gold hill. 
On the opposite 
side is silver hill. 
This is whero the 
Administration Building and Chief En­ 
gineer Stevens 
residence is located. 
Clustered around them, forty, two story 
houses are built for tho accommodation 
of the officers’ forces and other employ 
This does not include tho town of 
town of two thousand in- 
ees. 
Culebra, a 
habitants. 
“The death rate among the whites is 
normal. The man who comes here and 
takes care of his health is very seldom 
sick. 
If ho stays long enough he will 
no doubt contract yellow fever some 
time,in from one month bi ten years. The 
greatest trouble is caused by the Chinese 
that run rum shops. The dope they 
sell to tho negroes soon put an end to 
them (the negroes) who when he gets 
tho fever falls in a heap. 
It is common 
to see three or four of them carrying 
one of their companions to the hospital. 
Since I have been here two of my help­ 
ers have been taken down with fever. 
The first has not reported for duty, so I 
do not know whether ho quit his job or 
died. They do not amount to very much 
at their best. 
Our American negro* 
are superior to them. 
People at home 
think the Northern fired man can not 
endure the excessive heat, but they 
stand it as well if not better than the 
majority, at tho same time I 
would not 
advise any of my friends to come hero if 
they want to take the risk. 
Tho wages 
are first class, accommodations good, 
board per month from 822.50 to 827 
The commissary furnishes the employ 
ens with the necessaries of lifo (except­ 
ing tobacco and intoxicating liquors) 
cheaper than you can buy them in Brain­ 
erd. Tobacco costfc81.20 and 82 per pound, 
beer 25c a glass. 
It is needless to say 
that I am temperate and I have too 
much at stake to take any chance, and 
when I get back to dear oh! Minnesota 
next June, I will know how to appreci­ 
ate a good country. 
At present I am 
about 6,000 miles south of Brainerd, 8 
degrees north of the equartor. 
The 
tem perature averages SU degrees, 24 
hours a day 365 days in a year. The 
growth of vegetation is wonderful. 
I 
will not attem pt to discribe it as it is 
impossible for me to give you a crude 
outline of what there is in tho tropical 
country. 
When I get home I will try 
to explain what I have seen in the last 
yt ar. 
W ith best regards to you and all 
inquiring friends, I remain as over.

made a lull and sweeping confession. 
“'i'his second confession is far more 
important than that made by Harry 
Orchard," said James McFarland, the 
detective, during the evening, in tile 
presence of Governor Gooding and J. 
IL Hawley, who is in charge of tlie 
prosecution. 
Mr. 
McFarland 
added 
that Adams’ confession fully and ex­ 
actly corroborated that made by Or­ 
chard at every point touched on by 
both. 
‘‘Moreover,’’ McFarland continued, 
“Adams knows far more of the work­ 
ings of the inner circle’ than Orchard 
did and was able to give a mass of de­ 
tailed information that O rchard’s con­ 
fession did not cover. 
Adams, how­ 
ever, was not at Caldwell at the time 
of the assassination nor was Orchard 
at the time of the unsuccessful effort 
in November. 
The man who assisted 
Orchard on that occasion, as set forth 
In Orchard’s confession, 
was Jack 
Simpkins.”

It Is a big ev ent through­ 
out the southwest, w here prow ess with 
the lariat means lasting fam e. 
The 
laws of all other states now prohibit 
these roping contests, and It is likely 
that Oklahoma will follow this course 
during the next legislature. 
Ellison Carroll of M agnum, now tho 
w orld’s champion, conceived the Idea 
of giving a roping contest as one of the 
features of the convention. 
H e has 
arranged the follow ing rules and regu­ 
lations to govern the contest: 
The first prize will be t h e c h a m p i o n s h i p 
of the world and FOO In money; second 
prize, $250; third prize. HOO; fourth prize, 
$60. The rules: 
1. lim ite d to sixty en tries—thirty for 
Thursday, thirty for Friday. 
2. Bte*r3 will ha num bered; contestants 
will draw ; steers will bo roped as they 
come. 
3. C ontestants will be allowed to have 
tv rope in hand, but m ust not sta rt until 
tho s ta rte r’s flag drops. 
4. The rope must go over head or horns; 
no foot roping allowed, unless head or 
horns are caught first. 
5. Cattlo must lie securely tied by at 
least three feet with a tie rope or peal 
and remain securely tied by three feet for 
five minutes. 
6. Each contestant is required to rope 
when his number is called. 
No man is 
allowed to rope more than one steer at 
this contest. 
7. Time will lie taken by three timers 
from tho second tho s ta rte r’s flag falls 
to the time the marshal s flag falls, which 
will fall when tho steer Is properly tied. 
Contestant will Indicate to the marshal 
when tho steer is tied by throw ing up his 
hands. 
8. Commltteo of three com petent judges 
will be appointed to decide any contro­ 
versy. and their decision shall be final. 
e ' 
9. The rap' r shall stand tit north end of 
wing, and after tho steer crosses tho fifty 
foot lino tho flag will fall, and lf the con­ 
testant sta rts before the falling of the 
sta rter’s flag he will be counted out.

The c o n te s t was to be for the cham ­ 
pionship of the world, and it was 
thought, of course, th a t hundreds of 
am bitious cow punchers would enter 
the battle for suprem acy. 
Clay McConagil of T ex as then held 
the championship, and his prowess was 
so well known and feared th a t only 
one m an had any hope of being able to 
beat blin. That was Ellison Carroll of 
M angum, Okla., and even he was look­ 
ed on a s being foolhardy in Ii is am bi­ 
tion. 
When the entries w ere closed it 
was discovered th at only two contest­ 
ants 
had qualified. 
Clay 
McConagil 
had been the champion for so many 
years that at the last m inute even the 
sturdy kings of the rang e had sudden 
ly been seized with th a t most unpleas 
ant feeling, “ loco." 
The steers were corralled iii a small 
pen at one corner of the baseball park 
on the outskirts of the town. The con­ 
test was to see which m an could rope 
and tie thirty six of these animals in 
the shortest time. Thousands of cow 
boys and their wives, daughters and 
sw eethearts, from all over the south­ 
west. who had seen m any previous con­ 
tests of the kind, declared the battle to 
be tin* greatest ever waged. 
McConagil gave up on the tw enty 
eighth steer and acknowledged th at he 
w as badly defeated.

©ut weather and the further fact that 
some of the cattle had escaped he 
agreed to surrender in favor of Carroll 
McConagil tieing then more than three 
w ln u t“8 behind his opponent, with no 
chance to win In the rem aining trials. 
Carroll made tin* marvelous record 
of roping and tying tw enty eight steers 
in IS minutes and 58 I 5 seconds, his 
best time on one being IM 4 5 seconds 
H is average on the tw e n ty eig ht w as 
40 8 5 seconds. 
MeConagll’s average 
w as 40 4 5 seconds, an d Ids best tim e 
for one was 28 seconds fiat, though he 
had a previous record of 21C, seconds 
m ade a t El Paso some years ago. 
Carroll rode three different horses 
during tho touram ent Jac k HUI, Red 
B uck and Necktie.

John Brisbon W alker advanced some 
novel an I interesting Ideas regarding 
f u l l y ’” r o a d s for automobiling the other 
night before the m em bers of the Auto­ 
mobile (d ub of America In New York. 
Mr. W alker was one of the pioneer 
m em bers of the club. Ile bas devoted 
much atten tio n to the subject of spe­ 
cial m otor highways, and his particu­ 
lar Interest iii the possibility of obtaln- 
i lug nu autom obile highway from New 
York to Philadelphia led the officers of 
the clu!> to request a detailed exposi­ 
tion of his views before ti it' members, 
says tho New York d imes. 
Mr. W alk er’s plan for the New Y’ork- 
riiilnd#dpliia automobile highway pro­ 
vides for a road from eighty to a hun­ 
dred feet wide, so divided that carli 
half of the road would contain three 
sep arate automobile tracks, upon which 
different speeds would Im? maintained. 
T here would thus lie six tracks In all 
and w ith cars moving 300 feet ap art 
and carrying an average of eight pns- 
lengers apiece. Ile advised m aking a 
roll road, charging 50 cents per pas­ 
senger. Upon a large m ap of New J e r ­ 
sey th ree possible routes w ere mapped 
out, avoiding large settlem ents. One, 
sta rtin g from the foot of W est Forty- 
second street, would begin a t Weehaw- 
ken, pass between H ackensack and 
Passaic, run through the Oranges and 
then e xtend in as straight a line as pos­ 
sible to Philadelphia, passing south of 
Bound Brook and north of Trenton. 
The other routes would lead across 
Staten Island, runnin g south of the 
Penn sylvania railroad, the more south­ 
erly of the tw o giving access to Phila­ 
delphia through Camden. 
‘‘N aturally you w an t to know* the 
probable cost of such nu undertaking, ’

At less than 400 passengers 
a day the road would bring in an in­ 
come of $72,ooo a year, a comfortable 
profit on the investment. 
W ith a proper road, dustless and 
bavin 
w ould 
ersonally I 
would much prefer to 
travel to Philadelphia on such a road 
than in a railroad train. The middle 
track of the road would perm it a speed 
of fifty miles an hour, so th at an auto­ 
m obilist could roach Philadelphia from 
Now York ju st as quickly by the high­ 
w ay a s he now does over the rails.”
